any the greateſt perſecutorsofthe Chriſtians: Not 
ehus contented, from the yeare 88.tothe yeare 99. 
there were continualtrea{ons practiſed againſt the 
Royall perſon of her late Maieſtie, Patricke, Collen, 
Lopes, Torke, Williams , Squire, all attempting to 
murther ner Highnelle. ee 

All theſe attemprs,plots,proiefts, &trayterous 
ſtratagems, taking noefteR, Then was there from 
fi the 
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the Pope anew Bull ſear,wherby the Papiſt; were 
commaunded to'vie a formall maner of obedience, 
vritill they might grow to bea ſtrength ſuthciently 
ſtrong rodepole the Queene, Vhich expeCact- 
on once accomplithed,then had they power by the 
{aid Bull to take vp armes againit her. Thus they 
neuerlefrcocinuallpractifing,ynrull a little before 
her Maieſties death : about which rime,by ſome of 
the principall 4gemts,in the laſt moſt horrible treas 
ſon, there wascomplotred another Spaniſh inua- 
ſion : For theaccompliſhing wherot, the yonger 
* Y/Vinter was a meſlenger vatothe King of Spaine, 
Z andGajdo Fawkes ynto the Pope, anda third was 
> imployed tothe Archduke. 
& TheKingofSpaine at that time beeing our ene- 
= mie; entertained Y/inters motion,with moſt kinde 
acceptance, proteſting that the Engliſh Catholiks 
ſhould bee as deare ynto him, as his home- borne 
Caſtillians , and in loueto the intended bufineſle, 
vowed in the word of a King to defend theirfafery, 
(all which, as ſouldiers ſay )with pollicie in warre 
he mightdo) beeing then our enemy. Buritis a 
matter cleane out of my Element, and therefore I 
will difputeno further about it: Butthe Counſcll 
of Spaine holding a conference ahout the manna» 
_ Lingof the plor byYFinter layd. It was obictted 
that there would be want of horſe for ſuch a buti- 
nefſe. Whereupon7:zter vadertaketh ro furnith 
them with a certaine number, and receiveth gold 
' tothatend. Art laſtthe purpoled dehignement be- 
ing embraced witha generall conſent, a tor lier 
HM E 3 ſtanding 
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ſtanding by,being ſome Commander,a Capraine, 
orſuch like, ruffles out this ſouldier like Latine, 
Nunc tempuspro nobis erit aliquid obtinere : Now (ball 
it be time for os to get ſomething . But in the middeſt 
of this incended preparation, it happened,that her 
Maieſtie Royall, and moſt gracious Elizabeth died; 
And our now Imperiall Soucraigne King James, 
did both inherite her kingdomes and her ver. 
tes, 

His maieſtic beeing with peace eſtabliſhedin 
his royall ſeate, the king of ſpaine would no longs 
cr embrace his former purpoſed appointment; 
Nor would conlent,that any thing ſhouldagainſt 2 
a King bee plotted, with whome hee ueuerhad 4 
warre: Nor by whome he neuer receiued any ins 
iury . So as our Papiſts were in that behalfe-dil- 
miſled of their expeted hope: and enforſed to 
ſecke out ſome other meanes; and nowl will be- 
wray aſecret( I amſurenor generally knowne.)

We will, that all and euerie of you, ao wſe your beſt and

b: ſt rength or meanes ſo ener to keepe out the Scottiſh Heres 
ike, that in any wiſe he may not be admitted to the king- 
dome of England, wnleſſe he would reconcile him(elfe to 
Rome,and hold his crowne of the Pope, and conforme 
himſelfe and all his ſubietts to the religion of the Roman 
Church: this Bull vntill Garnet was taken , {lept in 
3 England ,beceing filled with a moſt proud , Md 
full and Trayterous bouldnes,

proude vſurper , no other atribute to beſtowe 
vppon a 2ueenethen Miſerable wench:ſhee lined 
Renowned 'through all the Corners of rhe 
world, ſhee ruled in peace, beloued of all her Sub- 
ies, vnleſle thoſe infefted with the Romane Lepros 
fie, ſhewas admired,8& feared, confronting all op- 
poſitions,with vndoubted confidence. ſhee was a 
X Princepotent enough, to defend her Kingdomes,

before ſpecified, giuen commaundement that the

deration and beſt diligence, leaſt thar our rootoo 
much conueniencic,doth yet vntimely bring vp- 
pon vs ſome dangerous miſchicte.

bilonde to (hake, I doubtnot bur in hjs royalſelfe 
andhis moſt bleſt poſterity, as is alteady by force 
| ofhis commaunding power,not without iuſt cauſe 
fearefully ſulpeQed, the deftruRtion of the ſcarler 
whore ſhall bemade certaine to her;and heradul- 
terates,when they together ſhall bee with wrath 
deſtroyed for. the accopliſhing ofwhich moſt glo» 
rious worke, let all true beleeuing proteſtants,like 
© faithfull ſubieCts to their lawfull Soweraigne yeelde 
| their beſt obedience to his highneſſe lawes, and 
thus much concerning Romane Catholikes, 

Thoſe thar you are in theſecond place to enquier 
of,are a ſecondmanner of Recufants , though no- 
thing ſo dangerous as the Popiſh recuſant is, yet are 
they a Sea not to be tollerated in any Monarchyall 
gouernment , They area certaine Brotherhood, 
whichcan indure no Biſhops:The originall founder 
oftheir ſchiſme,as they now Ser" 4 it hath (as 
ſome of them ſay) turnd an 4poſtotate , to his firſt 
profeſſion , fo as now they are aſbamed of his 
name, and willby no meanes intheir fraternity be 
derived from him,yet they remaine knowne to the 
world,by the name of Brownngs .

comon Law hath no powerto determine. Ifthenthe 
euill Law muſt of neceſſity remain,it isno leſſe ne- 
ceſfary that the iudges therof ſhould becontinued, 
And againe without the grave aſſembly ofour 
Reuerend Bi(bops,his Maicſties high court of parli« 
ament, ſhould be vaturniſhed,nolaw being there 
enacted, but that which is by the X7pg , his Lords 
ſpirituall and temporall confirmed. Thele there 
fore that would have no Bjſbops amongſt vs,doin 
their deſires ſtriue, from his highnes, and the dig. 
nity ofhis State, to pluck the right hand of g0- 
uernment, andas muchas in them lyeth to break 
in ſunder, the golden frame of 1uſt Authority: for 
itno Biſbops, then.no Lawes , ifno Luwes, no Kings 
and 
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and to this height doth theirpreſumption clime,al- 
though their ideot blindnes ſeems as if they did not 
vnderſtandſomuch, the miſchtefe of their ſchifme 
is moſt vnſufferable:; Fornener was there anation 
knowne to flourith hauing a Moparchie in the king - 
dome, and a Mallacbie inthe Church.

Itis therefore the faithfull Proteſtant,that only 
ſects the Crowne vpo our Soueratgnes heag,& holds 
itvpſofaſt, as no oppofition can make ir ſhake: 
and by their loyall hands will Zeazen be pleaſed,to 
keep it ſafe from falling, which Mercy in the moſt 
Rojallij/uenow eſtabliſhed,God for chriſts hisſake 
cofirme yntovs, ſolongas Sun & Moon engureth. 

The laſt fortof Recuſants, though troubleſome, 
(yetin myconſciencetheleaſt dangerous)are thoſe 
which do with roo much violence,contendagain(t 
ſome ceremonies vſed inthe Church , with whoſe 
indirect proceedings, in mine owne knowledge, 
his Maieſtie isnotalittle grieued. But I will hope 
(as his Hizhneſſe doth)that in time, they will grow 
wiſe enough to leaue their fooliſhneſfle , and cone 
fider that ceremonies not againſt the Analogie 
of Faith,nor hindring Faiths deuotion, are noſuch 
bug-beares as ſhould ſcar them from the exerciſes 
of diuine duties , nor cauſe them to diſturbe the 
peace of our Church, whoſe gouernment is more 
conſonant to Scripture then all the beſt reformed 
Churches at this day in the world.

Churchyard, I know they bee ordinary matters, 
giuen in euery charge. And theretore you are not 
ignorant ot the Lawes in that caſe made and pro. 
uided: I will therefore in re{pect of the thortneſle 
of the time,onely point out vnto you ſome leuerall 
officers, whoſe ations not becing lirffhiciently looks 
ed into,manyabuſesare comicted, which do paſle 
vnpuniſhed. 

Our common wealth,Receiues much iniurieby 
our Excheators,who by abufing their commiſſion, 
doe molt intollerable wrong,to many ofhis Ma- 
ieſties good Subiects , for an Echeator will come 
intothe country, and becing informed of an ho- 
neſt 72oman decealed,bs itthat his Lands, bee not 
aboue the yearly value of forty or fiftie Pounds, 8: 
leauing an Heire behind him, ar inquiry ſhall bee 
made, by what cuidence cuery acre of ground is 
holden, and finding but one peece, for which an 
expreſle euidence cannot bee ſhewed,for that par» 
ticular parcell, Then by a Iury to that;end Sum- 
moned by the Excheator,that peecc of groiid mult 
be adiudged to be held in Capite. Ando an office 
beeing found: all the whole inheritance muſt bee 
raynted,and the yongheire a warde to the King, 
who then becing preſently Begged by ſome. one 
or other, by then hee hath compounded for his 
wardſhip, ſued out his liuery , and then perhaps 
marryed to one ſtarke naught, or. not worth any 

if oft HInT lung, 
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thing, the yong heire ſhall beeleft iuſt worth ſo 
aca no more: And this (as Ithinke) is a moſt 
lamentable thing . God forbid that every man 
ſhouldbe inforced by ſuch courſe , to proue his 
right in every particular acre of ground which he 
hath. For many particular peeces are oft included 
| inone euidence, without being diſtinguiſhed by 
{cucrall names. ' So that it is impoſſible, but by 
ſuch courſe,as the Eſcheator toes, lands that neuer 
held in Capite, muſt needs be brought in compaſle 
ofſuch Tenure. And againe, the intent of the Law, 
for the benefit of the king, looketh only to Manors, 
Lands,and Tencments of great value, without ha- 
uing reſpeR to ſuch petty things . Wherean heire 
to cleare the incumbrance, muſt ouerthrow his e- 
ſtate, looſe his inheritance,and be vndone for euer. 
Bur this notwithſtanding, ſo the Eſcheator may 
haue his part, inthe ſpoile, hecareth notto vie a- 
ny indire& corruption. You of the Iurie therefore 
for the good of your ſelues and yours, careful] 
looketo the proceedings viedin this caſe, and ſuc 
abuſe as you ſhall find therein, lerit be preſented, 
And ſuch asſhallbee found offendors, they ſhall 
know, that we haue lawes to puniſh them: For 
proote whereof, I would you could find out ſome, 
of whom there might be made an example: Bur if 
you will be content to let the F/cheatoy alone , and 
not looke vnto his ations, he will bee contented 
by deceiuing you, to change his name, taking vn- 
to himſelfe the two laſt ſyllables, only with the E/ 
left out : and ſo turne Chefor, 
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Wehauethen an excellent officer, ſurnamed 
the Clarke of the Market , concerning whoſe of. 
fice, for mine owne part , I ſee not the neceſſitie 


| thereof, conſidering the Iuſtices of peace in their 


ſeuerall limmits, are at cuery Seſſions to enquire 
of, and to puniſh all thoſe abuſes which are by the 
Clarke ofthe market continued, vnder ſhew of re, 
formation, For he will come downe and call be. 
fore himall waights and meaſures, and where a 
faulr is found, there muſt a Fee be payd, which is 
deuided betwixt him and the Informer : So the of- 
fendor payes for his offence, tothe end it might be 
continued, but not reformed. And thus the Clarke 


* of the marketby recciuing bribes, cnricheth him- 
& ſelfe,by abuſing his Maieltieslawes,and wronging 
| his Subie&s, It was once my hap to take a Clarke 


ofthe market intheſe trickes: ButT aduanſt him 
higher then his fathers fonne; by ſo much as from 
theground tothe toppe of the Pillorie. If you 
ofthe [uriewill therefore haue aecare to find out 
theſe abuſes, by Gods grace they ſhall not goe 
vnpuniſhed, For we haueca Coyfe, which ſignifies 
a Sell : whereby.in the execution of Iuſtice, wee 
ate defendedagain(t all oppoſitions, bee they ne- 
ucr ſoviolent. 

There isa certaine ruffling officer , which will 
ſeeme to command much by the authoritie of his 
Comiſſion. And he wilbe known to be a Purueyor, 
Some of which officers,ifthey can find nothing to 
bedealing with,they will puruey mony out of your 


purſes: if you will ſuffer them, Butknow there 1510 
St as money 
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mony to be purueyed, viileſſe by the high way ſide, 
andany Purueyor that ſhall rake ſuch courle,is but 

in his paſſage the nigh way to the gallowes. 
Bur to ſpeake of thar, which may by them bee 
lawfully done,admit a Purueyor commeth downe 
with Commiſſion, totake vp timber for the Kings 
vic; Whar timber is it then that he wuſttake: He 
cannot come and pull downe any timber in _ 
houſe,what then? May he go into any of my woods 
which I purpoſe to preſerue, and there marke out 
ofmy belt timber, andinforce meto ſuffer it to be 
felled, aud carried away at the kings price ? No, 
There is not any ſuch authoritie granted vnto him. 
But only thus, If Ihave avy timber felled, which I 
777 19% to ſell: then may the Purueyor (the King 
auing vic of timber) come and make choiſe of 
what trees he will : For there is great reaſon; that 
in ſuch cate the king ſhould firſt beſerued. Bur if 
any of you do defire to preferue your timber grow- 
ing, be not ſcared with a Purueyors warrant : Nor 
do not preſerue the ſtanding of your trees by bri- 
bing any one of them. The dignitic of his Maie- 
ſties prerogatiue Royal is not vied to enforce his 
ſubieRs ro indure wrong. But the ruſt being ſcou- 
red off, which abuſed time, hath caſtyponat, then 
will the glorie thereof ſhine in the perteRion ofan 
vncorrupted brightneſle. You of ths Iuric therfore 
looke into the abuſes done by Purneyors, and pre: 
ſent them, ini bExogeot 
Reſides theſe ſpoken of. There is alſo a Salr-pe- 
ter man,whoſe Commiſſion is not tobreake vp any 
| mans 
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mans houſe or ground without leaue, And not to 
deale with ans houſe, but ſuch as is vnuſed for any 
neceſſatie imploymentby rhe owner. Andnotte 
digge in anyplacewithout leauiug it ſmooth and 
leuell: in fuch caſe as he found it. This Saſt-Peter 
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man vnder ſhew of his authoritie, though being no - 


more then is ſpecified ,will make plaine and fimple 
people beleeue, that hee will without their leaue 
breake vp the floore of theirdwelling houſe, vnleſle 
they will compound with him to the contrary. Any 
ſuch felow,if you can meete with all ,let his miſde- 
menor be preſented, that he may be taught better 
to-vnderſtand his office: For by the x abuſe the 


# countrey is often timestroubled. 


There is another troubleſome fellow called a 


| Concealer, who is indeed little better then a plaine 


Coſioner ,and would inmany things be prouedſo, 
if well looked vnto,there be many Statute Jawes ro 
preuent the occurrence ofhis mifchite, give him 


nota peny for any of his claimes or titles: For they - 


aremeecre illufions,and like himſelte not worth a- 
ny thing. 

There be 4 ſorts of people, whom if you obſerue, 
you ſhall find not any ofrhem ro thriue. I haue al- 
wayes knowne them little better then beggers,and 
may eafily be knowne by theſe names. A Corncea- 
fer of whom 7 haue ſpoken: vnfo whom 1s rig htly 
ioyned a Promootet, a Monopolitay, and an-Alcu- 
miſt; The Prowooter is both a begger and a knave, 
and may, if well looked vnto, in the part of an 7»- 


ther 
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ther be well puniſhed or reformed . Their Office, I 
confeſle, is neceſſarie: And yet itſeldome happe- 
neth, that an honeſt: man is imployed therein : yet 
there is ſome hope, thatby puniſhing theirabules, 
they may at the'laſt bee made honeſt againſt their 
wils, In whichimploymeat, you of the Iurie ſhall 
do well tovſca reſpeCtiue diligence. 

As touching the Monopolitaxe , hee for the moſt 
part vſeth ata deare rateto pay for his fooliſhnes : 
Forſome of that profeſſion , haye bene ſowile, to 
' ſell rwentie, thirtie, or perhaps fortic pound landa 
yeare, and beſtow moſtpart ofthe money in pur- 
chaſing ofa Moyopolie: Thereby to anoy and hinder 
the whole PublickeF/eale for his owne priuat bene. 7

For the 
reformation of which dangerous cuill:you ſhall do 
well ro haue aneſpeciall'cievnto the company that 
frequent Taxerns, Innes, Alchouſes, Bouling, allies 
and ſuch like thriftles places of reſort, where you 
ſhall find Trad ſemen and Artificers,, which haue 
no other meanes whereby toljue, then onely the 
lawfull:vſe of theic Science , or Manuall profeſsion. 
Andyetſuch is their vnthriftie idleneſſe, as they 
will ſpend theirtime and labors profit, at ſome, or 
all the places before recited: whileſt their -wiues 
and childern fitathomieand weepe,wanting necef- 
farie-maintenance:\ Thoſe of ſuch condition let 
them be inquiredofand: preſeated: For were: the 
Iuſtice of the Lawerightly executed yppon ſuch 
offendors (they receiuing condigne puniſhment
